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YOUR CHANCE TO HELP BUTANO 
Progress toward the eventual acquisition 
of the Butano Forest in San Liateo County 
as a State Park gained added impetus with 
the further organization of Butano Forest 
Associates. 

Although no steps have been taken as 
yet to secure a negotiating price from 
the Pacific Lumber Company, owners of the 
Eutano Forest, unofficial estimates set 
its current velue at around $600,000 and 
it is hoped the property may be acquired 
for about that sum either through nego- 
tiation or, if necessary, by condemnation 
by the State Park Commission. liore than 
half the proposed price has been assured 
through the resolution cf the San Ilateo 
Board of Supervisors to deed the San liateo 
County Memorial Park to the State. Value 
is estimated at around $300,000 and the 
State Park Commission has stated it will 
take steps toward having an appraisal 
made of the property for subsequent pur- 
chase of a proposed 2200 acres in the 
heart of the Forest. An additional 
$40,000 or $50,000 ‘may be forthcoming 
‘if the San Mateo Board of Supervisors ac- 
cepts its County Planning Commission's 
recommendation for the purchase of Pio-= 
neer Grove and an adjoining strip of red- 
woods along the creek, which is scheduled 
for immediate cutting. It is understood 
this land would also be deeded to the 
State as a further contribution toward 
the acquisition of the Butano, 

Funds Needed for Cannsign 
The Batano Forest Associates has set for 
itself the job of raising some $150,000 
or more in private contributions which, 
with State ratching funds,, would complete 
the proposed purchase price. Because of 
the recreation value to Bay Area resi- 
dents of State parks in this region, the 
Associates hope to secure support from 
the cities of the Bay (continued p. 2)
